To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Your Committee on County Roads beg leave to report 
as follows: 


Since the last report by your Committee the following 
work has been completed: 


On Road 3, east of Villa Nova, a reinforced concrete 
bridge has been erected. 


On Road 9, 1.65 miles of New Mulch has been laid. 
On Road 18, 1.5 miles of New Mulch has been laid. 


On Road 18, one new 6-ft. Pipe Arch has been installed. 
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SPECIAL MAINTENANCE WORK 


Mulch Patches have been laid as follows: 
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Retreatment has been completed as follows: 
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In addition to the above, Grading is being proceeded 
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with on Road 18. 


On Road 24, Bridge Construction is in progress; the west 
abutment has been completed and the east abutment is now 
in progress of construction. On Road 22, Grading and Stoning 
is in progress in the Village of Port Rowan. Mulch Patches 


are being proceeded with on Road 15 and 9. 
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Your Committee have purchased a 40 h.p. Crawler 
Tractor fitted with an Angle Dozer together with a Float to 
carry same, also one 3-bag Concrete Mixer, which are being 
employed on the Road System. 


Your Committee made an inspection tour of the various 
works on the County System last month and found every- 
thing in a satisfactory condition. 


The H.E.P.C. and the Bell Telephone Co. are making 
arrangements to move their poles on road No. 23 from Wye- 
combe westerly to road No. 8. This will enable the County to 
start construction on this road in the near future.

Moved by Mr. Cunningham, seconded by Mr. Glover, this 
Council takes notice with great alarm of the newest threat 
to the Canadian tobacco growing industry, namely the flood 
of cut-priced low-grade American cigarettes which have ap- 
peared in the chain stores of this and other Canadian com- 
munities this week-end; 


We consider that this indicates a state of desperation on 
the part of Canadian smokers who are now being forced by 
the excessive taxes on Canadian cigarettes to turn to a grossly 
inferior product for reasons of price only; 
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In view of the tremendous investment in labour and 
money over the past 25 years in Canadian tobacco farms, 
especially in this district, and the dependence of so many com- 
munities on a prosperous home-grown tobacco economy, this 
Council protests to the Government of Canada in the strong- 
est terms possible the present unfair, discriminatory and 
crippling burden of federal taxation on this single farm pro- 
duct, which has been developed by the farmers of South- 
Western Ontario from a negligable few acres to the position 
of Ontario’s most important cash crop; 


The Council also draws to the attention of the Govern- 
ment the fact that tobacco is today more important in farm 
income in Canada that all the grain crops of the province, a 
fact which indicates that the whole agricultural economy will 
be delivered a severe set-back if the current threats of exces- 
sive taxation and dumping of low grade American cigarettes 
is allowed to continue to the point where it jeopardizes the 
whole tobacco growing business; 


With acreage already cut one third, farm incomes de- 
-clining, and Canadian smokers now turning to the cast-off 
by-products of the American growers, this ‘Council feels it to 
be its solemn duty to warn the tax-levying authorities in 
Ottawa that we believe the time has come for a reappraisal of 
the whole Canadian tobacco structure, in the interests of 
consumers, growers, tobacco factory workers, and the many 
communities dependent on tobacco—and not for another 
round of the sort of tax tinkering that has featured the last 
two federal budgets, and which have only served to confuse 
and confound the thousands of Canadians who are dependent 
for their livelihood on the growing, processing, manufactur- 
ing and marketing of tobacco products.—Carried.

The estimates as passed at the May session have all been 
proceeded with, with the exception of 3 miles of re-treatment. 
This exception was due to the lateness of the season, also the 
Construction work on Church and Mill St. in the Village of 
Delhi, at the request of the Village Council. Those portions of 
the work not completed and are still being proceeded with 
are as follows: 


Road 18 — Grading and Gravelling should be completed 
this week. 


Road 22 — Grading and Stoning in the Village of Port

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Road 23 — Grading and Gravelling, west of Wyecombe, 
approximately 1 mile completed. The Tele- 
phone and Hydro poles are being moved at 
the present time and the balance of the work 
will be proceeded with as soon as possible. 


Road 24 — The Bridge over Big Creek is completed, with 
the exception of the hand railing. The fill is 
being proceeded with. 

In the Village of Port Dover, Construction work is pro- 
gressing on Union St. A new Culvert has been installed, grad- 
ing completed and Stone is being placed on the new grade.

AND WHEREAS notice of the passing of this by-law has 
been duly published in conformity with the provisions of The 
Municipal Act and no person has claimed that his lands will 
be prejudicially affected or that he will be deprived of the 
means of ingress and egress to and from his lands or place of 
residence by the closing of the said portion of road; 


AND WHEREAS land for the New Lake Shore Road was 
purchased from adjoining owners of the Old Lake Shore Road 
and the compensation agreed upon included a transfer to the 
said adjoining owners of the soil and freehold in the portion 
of the Old Lake Shore Road proposed to be closed;
